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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art references of record fail to suggest the presently claimed wet type friction material 
comprising a paper base material and binder, wherein said paper base material includes a 
combination of resol type phenol resin and silicone resin at a specific ratio of 95/5 to 85/5 in 
combination with a specific combination of silica particulate having an average particle diameter 
of 1 to 10 um and disc-shaped diatom earth disc-shaped diatom earth having an average diameter 
of 1 0 to 30 um at a content of 25 to 45 weight % of the entire paper base material 

EP '897 teaches the use of silica filler in a base material. However, EP '897 fails to teach or 
suggest other aspects of Applicants' invention, including, for example, the claimed ranges for the 
average diameter of the disc-shaped diatom earth (10 to 30 ~m), and the weight proportion of 
thereof (25 to 45 weight%) in the base material. Nor do Kitahara, Suzuki, and Kakegawa supply 
the deficiencies of EP -897
